Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
the  year  ended  31st  December, I969 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  annual  report  for  1969»  The 
report  includes  the  report  of  the  senior  Public  Health  Inspector. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimated  mid-year  population  was 
18,200,  an  increase  of  65O  compared  with  the  estimate  for  I968.  There 
was  a natural  decrease  of  36  when  births  and  deaths  were  compared. 

The  deaths  of  235  residents  were  registered  during  the  year. 
Two  hundred  and  sixteen  of  this  total  occurred  in  people  over  55  years  of 
age.  Three  deaths  were  due  to  accidents. 

Mains  water  supply  is  available  to  all  Parishes  in  the  Rural 

District i 


Progress  continued  on  the  sewerage  scheme  for  Dersingham, 
Snettisham  and  Ingoldisthorpe . Some  slight  delays  were  caused  by  the 
high  ground  water  levels.  Sewerage  schemes  for  the  central  and  North 
Eastern  Parishes  were  in  the  planning  stages  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Im- 
provements were  also  under  consideration  for  the  Heacham  area. 

The  rural  district  continues  to  gain  in  popularity  as  a holiday 
area.  The  annual  survey  undertaken  in  the  district  during  the  first  week 
in  August  recorded  the  presence  of  2,739  static  holiday  caravans, 

54  touring  caravans,  II4  permanent  residential  caravans,  and  138  tents,

Committee  and  the  Staffs  of  the  Public  Health  Department  and  the  Local 
Health  Office  for  their  continuous  interest,  support  and  help  throughout 
the  year.

Live  Birth  Rate 

The  crude  rate  was  10.9  1,000  population,  compared  with  12.1 

in  1968.  The  corrected  birth  rate  (using  a comparability  factor  of  I.06) 
was  11.6  per  1,000  of  the  population,  compared  with  a rate  of  16. 3 for 
England  and  Wales,  and  I6.3  for  the  Administrative  County  of  Norfolk. 

Illegitimate  Births 

The  number  of  illegitimate  live  births  was  20,  compared  with 
20  in  1968.  The  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  to  the  total  live 
births  was  10^^  in  19^9 • The  rates  for  previous  years  were,  9 *4^  in 
1968:  7.5^  in  1967  and  7.9?^  in  1966. 

Stillbirths 

There  were  3 stillbirths  in  1969»  giving  a stillbirth  rate 
per  1,000  total  live  and  stillbirths  of  15*0,  compared  with  14«0  in  I968.

The  total  number  of  deaths  in  the  District  in  1969  was  235. 

Heart  disease  accounted  for  84  deaths,  and  caused  35 • 7?^  of  all 
deaths,  compared  with  35*7/^  in  I968,  and  33 •O^  in  1967» 

Vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system,  with  29  deaths,  gave  a 
figure  of  12.89^  of  deaths,  compared  with  18.2^  in  1968,  and  14* 7?^  in 

1967. 


If  all  deaths  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system 
(which  includes  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system)  are  combined, 
a figure  of  126  deaths  is  obtained.  This  is  53*2%  of  all  deaths,  com- 
pared with  57*  8?^  in  I968  and  58*7/^  in  1967* 

Cancer  caused  52  deaths  or  22.1^  of  deaths,  compared  with  17.8% 
in  1968  and  20.9%  in  1967*  Ten  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  and 
bronchus,  i.e.  19.2%  of  cancer  deaths  were  caused  by  cancer  of  the  lung 
and  bronchus,  compared  with  17.8%  in  I968  and  20.8%  in  1967* 

Accidents  caused  3 deaths.

Immunisation  against  these  three  diseases  is  given  by  the 
County  Council  and  is  usually  commenced  in  infancy  when  the  child  is 
about  three  months  old.  It  is  mainly  given  as  'Triple  Antigen' , thus 
reducing  the  number  of  injections  a child  needs.  The  antigens  given, 
combined  in  a single  vaccine,  produce  a greater  protection  to  each 
disease  than  they  would  if  given  separately. 

The  following  table  gives  more  information  about  immunisation 
against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  in  Area  3>  (Area  3 
comprises  Docking,  Mitford  & Launditch,  and  Walsingham  Rural 
Districts,  and  Dereham,  Hunstanton,  and  Wells  Urban  Districts),  and 
in  Docking  R.D.  in  19^9 •

These  Regulations  impose  upon  occupiers  of  premises  where  food 
is  sold  or  prepared,  obligations  in  respect  of  the  handling  of  food, 
the  cleanliness  of  equipment  and  premises,  personal  cleanliness, 
facilities  for  washing  food  and  equipment,  and  the  proper  maintenance 
of  the  structural  condition  of  the  premises  themselves,  and  other 
matters  connected  with  the  prevention  of  contamination  of  food,  etc. 

Routine  inspections  are  carried  out  for  the  enforcement  of 
these  requirements,  and  174  visits  were  made  during  the  year.  During 
the  visits  some  contraventions  of  the  Regulations  were  found,  and  these 
were  dealt  with  by  taking  informal  action  with  the  persons  concerned, 
and  in  no  instance  was  it  necessary  to  make  any  reports  to  the  Council,

MEAT  INSPECTION 

The  inspection  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  slaughterhouses 
in  the  district  was  carried  out  regularly,  and  a one-hundred  per  cent 
inspection  was  achieved.  This  work  entailed  1257  visits  to  slaughterhouses. 

Meat  inspection  was  taking  up  such  a considerable  amount  of  the 
time  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  that  the  Council  decided  to  appoint 
a full  time  Meat  Inspector  and  General  Assistant  to  the  Health  Department, 
and  Mr,  Waters  took  up  these  duties  in  August. 

Charges  are  made  by  the  Council  for  meat  inspection,  and  the 
income  for  this  service  for  1969  was  £74S.

PUBLIG  CLEANSING 

(a)  Refuse  Collection  The  ’’back  door"  collection  of  refuse  from 
private  houses  and  business  premises  was  continued  throughout  the  year 
without  any  serious  disruption  of  the  service. 

During  the  summer  months,  a weekly  collection  was  also  given  to 
caravan  sites,  chalet  sites,  beach  bungalows  and  businass  premises 
operating  on,  or  near,  the  beaches. 

As  in  the  past,  the  seasonal  work  on  the  beach  and  caraveui 
sites  necessitated  a certain  amount  of  overtime  being  worked.  Temporary 
labour  was  employed  to  allow  for  the  time  taken  off  for  their  annual 
holidays  by  the  permanent  employees. 

Disposal  of  refuse  was  carried  out  by  tipping  at  the  13  tips 
in  the  district. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING  (Continued) 


(b)  Cesspool  Saptying.  The  work  of  cesspool  emptying  was  continued, 
four  free  emptyings  a year  being  given,  vith  any  additional  emptyings 
being  charged  for  at  the  rate  of  15/-  p load. 

The  service  provides  for  the  emptyings  of  cesspools  at  private 
houses,  Council  houses,  business  premises,  caravan  sites,  and  the  de- 
sludgi:^  of  sewage  disposal  works  serving  Council  housing  estates  and 
the  sewage  works  at  Heacham  and  Burnham  Market, 

The  table  below  shows  the  number  of  cesspool  emptyings  given 
over  the  past  6 yes^s,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  there  was  a 
reduction  of  250  emptyings  compared  with  the  previous  year.  This 
decrease  was  due  to  the  connection  of  houses  to  the  new  sewerage 
system  in  Dersingham,  liigoldisthorpe  and  Snettisham,  and  the  filling 
in  of  the  cesspools.

(c)  lavatory  Pail  Bnp tying.  This  service  is  carried  out  in  all 
parishes  in  the  district,  with  the  exception  of  Heacham  and  Burnham 
Market,  where  public  sewers  exist.  However,  some  pails  at  properties 
in  these  parishes,  which  are  not  on  the  line  of  sewers,  still  have  to 
be  serviced  weekly. 

Pails  are  emptied  in  the  early  hours  of  the  morning,  after  which 
the  men  and  machine  start  on  cesspool  emptying. 

The  only  available  means  for  the  disposal  of  pail  and  cesspool 
contents  is  by  discharge  on  to  the  refuse  at  the  various  tips  in  the 
district. 


PUBLIC  TOILETS  - 

The  Council  has  provided  five  public  toilets,  located  as  follows s- 

South  Beach,  Heacham;  Heacham  Village*  Snettisham  Beach; 

Holme  Beach,  and  Brancaster  Beach, 

In  addition,  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  owner  of  the 
toilets  ab  North  Beach,  Heacham,  whereby  the  Council  administer  and 
maintain  these  toilets. 

The  cleaning  of  the  toilets  is  carried  out  by  men  employed  in 
the  Council’s  public  cleansing  service  and  in  general,  a reasonably 
good  standard  of  cleanliness  was  maintained.  However,  a certain  amount 
of  abuse  of  the  toilets  was  again  experienced,  but  this  was  no  worse 
than  usual.

3TJRFAGE  WATER  DRAINAGE 

As  a result  of  flooding  of  land,  highways  and  premises  in  the 
village  of  Dersingham,  caused  by  unusually  heavy  and  prolonged  rainfall, 
the  Public  Health  Department  was  asked  to  prepare  a report  on  the  surface 
water  drainage  in  the  village. 

A comprehensive  report  was  prepared,  and  submitted  to  the  Council, 
which  resulted  in  agreement  being  reached  by  the  District  Council  and  the 
County  Council,  on  schemes  to  improve  the  surface  water  drainage  system, 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

In  collaboration  with  the  Water  Department,  samples  from  the 
public  supply  are  periodically  taken  for  examinatione 

During  the  year,  12  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination,  11  of  these  being  satisfactory,  and  1 showing  very  minor 
contamination, 

1 sample  was  taken  from  a private  well,  which  was  satisfactory, 

RODEI^T  CONTROL 

During  the  year,  383  notifications  were  received  of  premises  requiring 
treatment  for  rats  or  mice  infestation. 

The  work  of  disinfestation  is  carried  out  for  the  Council,  on  a 
contract  basis,  by  Rentokil  Ltd.  The  treatment  includes  a free  service 
to  private  houses  and  business  premises.  Refuse  tips  and  sewage  treatment 
plants  are  also  included  in  the  contract. 
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DIRTY  AND  VERMINOUS  PREMISES o 


One  case  of  dirty  premises  was  encountered  during  the  yearo  This 
was  where  an  elderly  lady,  living  alone;  had  accumulated  a considerable 
quantity  of  uniAranted  articles  in  and  aroiond  her  dwelling,  causing  the 
premises  to  become  dirty  and  verminous > 

Council  employees,  with  the  consent  of  the  occupier,  removed  all 
extraneous  articles  and  material  from  the  premises o 


PLEASURE  BOAT  LIGEIiSING 

The  Order,  which  the  Council  made  in  1968,  under  Section  94  of  the 
Public  Health  (Amendment)  Act,  1907,  required  the  licensing  of  pleasure 
boats,  and  of  boatmen,  operating  from  Brancaster  Staithe  and  Burnham 
Overy  Staithe 

Licences  were  issued  in  respect  of  5 boats  and  7 boatmen  during 
the  yearo 


CIVIC  AMENITIES 


Under  this  Act,  one  of  the  responsibilities  placed  on  Local 
Authorities  is  the  removal  of  abandoned  vehicles.  During  the  year, 
one  abandoned  car  was  removed  from  a roadside  verge. 


OFFICES.  SHOPS  & RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT.  1968. 

The  provisions  of  this  Act  relate  to  cleanliness,  washing 
facilities,  overcrowding,  'oemperatures,  ventilation,  lighting,  sanitary 
accommodation,  guarding  of  exposed  parts  of  machines,  sitting  facilities 
for  assistants,  etc. 

The  Act  is  intended  as  a measure  for  the  promotion  of  health 
welfare  and  safety  of  persons  employed  in  offices,  shops  and  railway 
premises. 

During  the  year  60  inspections  were  made  of  offices  and  shops.
